To 
counter the non-cooperation of the Pao Guan, the Chinese Communists in 
Thailand set up a policy of forcibly exploiting through the establishment 
of four big agents.** This last measure has not been very successful and 
the latest development is the organization of five divisions***, of which 
the following are members:
